This morning’s session of the 
hearing was taken up with testi- 
mony of Personnel Director R.

But to go back to last May. A Com- 
mittee on World Press Freedom had been 
appointed by George W. Healy Jr., manag- 
ing editor of the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune, president of the fraternity, and 
met in the office of its ch Kent 
Cooper, executive director of the Associated 
Press. The Mundt bill was before Con- 
gress to establish by statute an overseas in- 
formation service similar to that which had 
existed by executive order and known for 
its “Voice of America” radiooasts. 


The committee issued a statement that 
it was “opposed to the Mundt bill in so far 
as, it legalizes the dissemination of news 
by Government in any and all media 
abroad.” =~ 


That statement was taken widely as com- 
mitting Sigma Delta Chi to opposition to 
the Mundt bill, although it was an exprés- 
sion only of 4 committee. of the fraternity. 


Committee Method Repudiated 


In fact, Irving Dilliard, an editorial writer 
for the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and former 
National President of the fraternity, sent 
to the Executiye Council a protest by him- 
self and 14 other members which averred 
that the report represented “the esséntial- 
ly personal views of individual members” 
and that a stand on such an issues should 


be taken only by a body “no less repre- 


sentative than the accredited delegates to 
an annual convention,” 


The Washington professional chapter of 


the fraternity also submitted a resolution 


récommiending that any future committees 
of the fraternity be required to submit to 
its executive council any statements they 
might have to make on matters of public 
policy. This resolution was passed unani- 
mously by a voice vote. N

This motion; made by me as delegate 
from the Boston professional chapter, was 
phrased in part from the report by ‘Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, The convention ed the mo- 
tion by a. vote of 38 chap for to 23 
chapters against, the undergraduate chap- 
ters supplying the -majority and the pro- 
fessional chapters dividing about evenly.

By this vote the fraternity, whose rolls

VEN children not born on a 
E farm know that the cow chews 

her cud, the portion of food 
which is brought back into the 
mouth from the first stomach, to 
be chewed a second time. It ia, 
however, 1 most peo- 
ple to find this to the primary 
meani of the word ruminate, 
which generally used for to 
ponder, to reflect. 

Htymologically, this is the story. 
The word is derived from the 
Latin ruminatus, from the root 
word for throat, and is akin to 
ructere, “to belch.” Its essential 
meaning of “to chew again what 
has been slight’ chewed and 
swallowed”—which brings up the 
anatomy of the cow, and that 
provision of nature which enables 
some animals to tore up more 
food than they can ‘chew at one 
time—is illustrated by Words- 
worth’s allusion to “cattle free to 
ruminate.” 

In this case it. seems the poet 
was for once literal and prosaic, 
meaning just what he said, cattle 
free to peacefully chew the cud! 
However, in the century before 
Wordsworth the poet Dryden was 
already giving rative to 
the word which Shakespeare be- 
fore him had taken from the barn- 
yard: “Mad with desire, she rumi- 
nated her sin.”
